The Israeli who helped Amin to power

WASHINGTON. -— Col Baruch 
Bar-Lev, the retired 
cer who once headed the Israeli 
military mission in Kampala, says 
that he helped make Amin 
President of Uganda in 1971. 
‘,In an interview with Moshe 
Brilliant published in the “New 
York Times” yesterday, Bar-Lev 
said he supported Amin against 
Fresident Milton Obote, then Ugan- 
da's president, because the latter 
was hostile to Israel and was plan- 
ning to expel Israeli forces from 
his country. 

Bar-Lev said that Amin once 


cuuse his main supporters were oul 
sidv amd the president 
culd arrest and execute him be- 
fore they could reach the capital. 


According to Brilliant, Bar-Lev 
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Tsraeli off- par 


advised the general to station a 


military force from his own tribe in 
Kampala. The force would include 
‘atroopers, armour and jeeps. Ite 
mobility and firepower would be 
such that 600 to 800 men conld 
overcome 5,000, Bar-Lev said. 
Trained by Israeli officers, this 
Amin force thwarted an Obote ef- 
fort to oust Amin, Bar.Lev continu- 
ed, and played a key role in de- 
feating the president's forces. 
Bar-Lev has since remained on 
good terms with Amin even though 
Uganda severed diplomatic relations 
with Israel and ‘became an anti- 
Israel base for Palestinian terrorists. 
He said that Amin began to turn 
away from Israel when then De- 
fence Mitfister .Moshe Dayan re- 
turned Bar-Lev: to Israel and re- 
meged on promises to extend his 
tour of duty for two years, 
Israeli officials dealing with Afri- 
cans were not sufficiently sensitive 
complained that the breaking point 
with Uganda apparently resulted 
from an Israeli decision to cancel 8 
visit by President Amin late in 1971 
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to attend ceremonies marking the 
completion of training courses by 
200 Ugandan soldiers, 

President Amin ‘had planned to 
χα the event and to bring 2 na- 
tional dance troupe to Israel, Bar- 
Lev told Brilliant.

After that, according to Bar-Lev, 
Amin flew to Libya, and when he 
returned to Kampala he was not 
the same man. 
Bar-Lev, meanwhile, returned to 
Israel, and Amin announced a rup- 
ture of relations between the coun- 
tries, and the expulsion of all Is- 
raelis.

Accord- 
ing to the broadcast he told them 
Kenya was blockading goods bound 
for Uganda. He said ‘more than 
200 ofl tankers and other vehicles 
were being held up in Kenya, and 
that Uganda was having difficul- 
ties with its supplies. 


Threat of world 
chess split 


AMSTERDAM. — A split in the 
International Chess Federation would 
be inevitable should the Soviet 
Union agree to take part in the 
“counter-Olymplad” chess tourna- 
ment in Libya according 10 anter- 
national Grand-Master Victor Kor- 
chnoy. 

The Soviet player, here for a 
series of international matches, said 
the Soviet Chess Federation has 
been discussing the Libyan proposal 
for a counter-tournament — which 
Libya announced as a move against 
the Olympiad scheduled to be held 
in October in Israel — but has 
made no decision to date. Korchnoy 
added that if the Soviets decide to 
go to Libya, a number of Russian 
Players wil] refuse to take part, 
possibly including himself. 

-The Soviet Chess Federation was 
the first to announce it would not 
take part in the Olympiad in Israel. 
It was followed with similar an- 
neuncements by Bulgaria, Hungary

WASHINGTON. — West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt says the 
U.S. and three key western nations 
have agreed not to extend economic 
aid to Italy if Communists are in- 
cluded in the Italian Cabinet.

MONTREAL — An angry walk- 
out by most large African nations 
yesterday searred the opening of 


the biggest, costliest and most 
controversial Olympic Games in 
history- 


The much-troubled pames were 
plagued by political antagonism 
Tight to the final hours before the 
opening by Queen Elizabeth as Afri- 
can countries dropped out one by 
one. 

When the opening ceremony began, 
it was still unclear how many coun- 
tries had dropped out, and the an- 
nmouncer was forced to drop the 
number of participating nations 
from her speech. 

There were divisions among the 
Africans themselves, and suspense 
gripped the Olympic Stadium as 
teams marched in for the opening 
ceremony. A missing place sym- 
bolized an eleventh-hour decision to 
boycott the competition because of 
New Zealand's sports links with 
South Africa. The International 
Olympic Committee had refused to 
bar New Zealand from the games. 

A total of 22 African teams — 
joined by Irag in a gesture of soli- 
dsrity — were out of the games in 
8 movement that gathered 
momentum yesterday morning. 

The teams to leave yesterday, 
jeining Tanzania, Somalia, Mada- 
gascar, Mauritius, Gambia and Ni- 
geria which had announced pre- 
viously they would not partictpate, 
were: Algeria, Kenya, Uganda, 
Ethicpia, the Congo Republic, Zam- 
bla, Egypt, Central African Repub- 
Uc, Gabon, Ghana, Libya, Niger, 
Sudan, Togo, Upper Volta and Zam- 
bia. 


Seven African teams — Mall, 
Morocco, the Ivory Coast, Came- 
roon, Swaziland, Tunisia and Sene- 
gal — jolmed the other nations 
marching into the stadium. 

But Jean-Claude Ganga, secre- 


tary of the African Sports Council, 
held out the possibility of more 
withdrawals, saying that communt- 
cations problems with Africa may 
have slowed directions from some 
governments to their teams. 

This was to be the day of triumph 
tor Montreal, after grave doubis 
whether the games would take 
place at al! because of financial and 
political problems. 

But the colour and pageantry of 
the opening, with 8,000 athietes 
Parading before a standing-room 
crowd of 73,009, was overshadowed 
by the African boycott. The wea- 
ther was near perfect as Greece, 
where the games originated, began 
the parade, but Algeria, which 
should have followed, was misaing. 

Canada, fearful of a repeai of the 
Mougsacre of Israeli athletes at the 
1872 Munich Olympics, mounted its 
biggest peace-time security opera- 
tion to minimize the danger of 
political violence at the opening. 
Thousands of troops, police and 
Plainclothes security men mingled 
with the crowds. Army = sharp- 
shooters protected the athletes on 
the short journey from the heavily- 
guarded Olympic Village to the 
slzdjum. 

Even the ceremonial] opening by 
Queen Blizabeth, sovereign of Can- 
ada as well as Britain, was con- 
troversial. Many French-Canadtans 
deeply resented the Queen's presence 
end that a Canadian did nst open 
the games ἐπ this French-speaking 
city. But the Queen spoke in both 
French and English. 

The Israel contingent drew a dig 
ovation. The men doffed thelr yel- 
low hats as they passed the royal 
box, 

Israel's delegation had asked the 
Olympic organizing committee to 
permit it to attach a black ribbon 
to ite flag for the march-past, in 
memory of the 11 athletes mur- 
dered in the previous games in

Carter believes Arabs 


must make

NEW YORK. — Jimmy Carter be- 
lieves strongly that “Israel has 
made enough concessions, and it is 
time that the Arabs made some.” 
This was told to The Post by the 
Democratic presidential candidate's 
issnes coordinator, Stuart Eizenstat. 

EBizenstat, 33, a. scholarly and 
soft-spoken Atlanta Jewish attorney, 
worked with Carter throughout the 
i8month campaign which led to 
his nomination at lhe Democratic 
National Convention here last week. 

Carter was strongly critical of 
the Ford Administration for “not 
demanding enough concessions from 
the Arabs." 

Carter strongly supports the con- 
cept of a united Jerusalem, Eizenstat 
said. “Jimmy does not feel that he 
Wo! ever pressure Israel to give 
up East Jerusalem.” 

There had been some uncertainty 
ag to Carter's stand on Jerusalem 
because of apparent differences in 
statements made, before two Jew- 
ish groups during his campaign for 
the nomination, 

On April 1 he told a group of na- 
tional Jewish leaders m New York 
that he “would never cede the 
Golan Heights or the Old City of 
Jerusalem.” The statement was not 
widely reported. 
᾿ But on June 6, in ἃ major policy 
address at a New Jersey Synagogue, 
Carter did not deal with the status 
of Jerusalem, and this speech “be-

came” the former Georgia Gover- 
nor's “position paper” on the Mid- 
die East. 

Carter is highly critical of the 
way which foreign policy is for- 
mulated in the Ford Administration. 
“He feels that Henry Kissinger is 
making foreign policy, and not the 
President. The president is elected 
to make foreign Bad 

‘The oft-stated support by Ford 
ang Kissinger for the security and 
survival of Israel ig not always 
evident in the day-to-day conduct 
of foreign affairs, Hizenstat said. 
“They see their role as always ask- 
ing Israel for one concession or 
another.” 

Despite what he considers signi- 
ficant differences im approach, 
Eizenstat does not see the Middle 
East as a centra] issue in the pre- 
Sidential campaign. 

“ would hope that Israel's secu- 
rity and survival are a matter of 
basic American commitment," he 
said. 

But Jimmy Carter's commitment 
is even more basic than that, ac- 
cording to his issues coordinator. 

“He comes at the Israel issue 
from two points of view. First of 
all there are the conventional 
geopolitical concerns which all poli- 
ticlans would share. Secondly, he 
sees Israel's future as a moral 
and religious matter of deep per- 
sonal concern.

Sharon: ‘Might run 
as independent’ 


TEL AVIV. — Aluf (res.) Ariel 
Sharon, the man who brought 
about the establishment of the 
Likud, said over the weekend that 
he is about to return to political 
activity. 

Sharon, who resigned from the 
Knesset in December 1974 because 
he held an emergency army com- 
mission, added that he was weigh- 
ing the idea of setting up his own 
list for the Knesset elections.

Interviewed over Israel Radio on 
Friday night, Sharon said he would 
nevertheless agree to remain inthe 
Likud if the leaders of that bloc 
agreed to make far-reaching 
changes. These included merger of 
all its parties into one, holding of 
secret elections, and doing away 
with the practice of reserving posts 
without election. 

‘He added that the had recently 
spoken with Professor Yigael Ya- 
din, but said this was not about 


setting up a common list. 

In answer to a question, Sharon 
said it was only natural to prefer 
existing large political bodies such 
as the Likud. But he found the 
present situation inside the Likud 
unsatisfactory. 

It must hold a convention to 
unite all its components, and the 
delegates to this must all be 
elected by secret hallot. 


He would be happy to work J 


within the Likud # these changes 
were made, he said, but otherwise 
would be ready to operate within 
another framework, or indepen- 
dently. 

Turning to national policy, Sha- 
ron said not enough had been done 
about settling the land in recent 
years. Since 1967 only 74 settle- 
ments had been set up, he said, 
against the 110 set up between 
1930 and 1940. “Bstablishing settle- 
ments,is the way to solve our vitel 
problems," he stressed.

Yadin says soldiers should 


work with people in- slums 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. -— Prof. Yigael Yadin 


on Friday said that the army should ἃ 


assign soldiers to work with people 
in slum areas. 

The first Chief of Staff after the 
War of Independence told the Press 
Club here that Israel hasn't been 
flexible enough in using its Nahal 
(military-agricultural) units. “We 
thought it was important to send 
them to kibbutzim,” he said. ‘That 
was proper... but today the army 
should carry out other goals in ad- 
dition to security.” 

As Chief of Staff he had sent 
soldiers to ma’abarot (transit 
camps), during the large-scale im- 
migration in the early 1950s. The 
soldiers helped in’ their absorption. 
Yadin said he did not know how 

it was for the people in the 
ma’abarot, but “it saved the army” 
because officers and men: learned 
the meaning of Zionism. 

Yadin, who Is considering running 
for the Knesset, said that 10 well- 
known personalities were willing to 
run on his list. He said they in- 
cluded some university professors, 
senior civil servants and former 
officers. Some are active in other 
parties, and one is potentially “one 
of the best economic ministers,” he 
said. But he declined to reveal their 
names because he did not want to 
jeopardize their present positions, un-

less he is sure that he will run for 
office. He also-.said he wanted 30- 
40 people on- -his -list. 

Reiterating his .basic demand for 
a constituency electoral-.system, Ya- 
din said a recent British survey 
established ‘that no other country 
uséd Israel's electoral system. 

Yadin said he would consider 
three or .four Knesset seats as a 
failure. But if his group has the 
balance of power he would join the 
Government on condition that 10 un- 
dertakes to revise the electoral sys- 
tem within six months.

HAIFA. — One person was drowned 
and five others saved in three boat- 
ing accidents here yesterday after- 
noon.

NEW YORK. — A federal judge 
ca Friday dismigsed charges against 
a former New Yorker — who had 
moved to Israe] — of evading mili- 
tary conscription during the Viet- 
nam war, ruling that the U.S. gov- 
ernment had failed to provide Sid- 
ney Salzmann with a speedy trial. 

“The government, like so many 
of us, would prefer to forget Viet- 
pam and its iegacy.” U.S. District 
Judge Jack B. Weinstein wrote in 
his 106-page decision dropping the 
indictment against Salzmann. 

Salzmann was Hving in Israel in 
June 1972 when he was indicted 
on charges of failing to report for 
@ physical examination and induc- 
tion into the armed forces.

IN MEMORIAM 


‘A champion for better 
Jewish-Christian relations’ 


A eulogy and a service in mem- 
ory of Father Plerre de Contenson, 
secretary of the Vatican Commis- 
sion for Relations with Judaism, 
‘was held last Thuraday by the Is- 
rael Interfaith Committee and the 
Jewlsh Council for Interreligious 
Consultations at the ‘Convent of 
St. Vincent ge Paul. 


Father de “Contenson, son of a 
French general and ἃ former pro- 
fessional French officer, spent four 
years in a German prisoner-of-war 
camp before his orders and 
becoming editor of the “Revue des 
Sciences Philosophiques et Theolo- 
giques." He also taught moral 
theology at the Saulchoir faculty 
for 10 years, and headed the Pon- 
tifical Leonne Commission of 
Grottaferata near Rome which edi- 
ted the works of the Fathers of 
Church. 


In 1978 he joined the Vatican 
Secretariat for promoting Christian 
Unity, and in 1975, he was ap- 
pointed the head of the secretariat 
of the Vatican commission for re- 
ligious relations with the Jews. His 
funeral took place in Rome at the 
Santa Sabina Dominican mother 


church on July 9, and in his hon- 
cur, for the first time in the history 
of the Vatican, the mass was ‘held 
in Hebrew. 

Prof. Shmaryahu Talmon of the 
Hebrew University and Rev. Dr. 
Marcel Dubois eulogized Father de 
Contenson, who within two years 
had gained the universal respect, 
confidence and friendship of ‘his 
Jewish friends. It was De Conten- 
aon’s belief that while anti-Semit- 
ism should be fought at all leveis, 
mo amount of official orders or en- 
cyclics can replace the daily con- 
tact and continuous struggle with 
this soul-destroying’ disease. He 
succeeded in making his infinence 
and understanding of Israel and 
Jews deeply felt in the official Va- 
tican quarters in Rome. Having 

wimessed much bicod- 
shed and discrimination, he became 
@ champion in the struggle for 
better Jewish-Christian understand- 


ing. 

Prof. Talmon recalled Father de 
Contenson’s willingness to learn 
more about Sudaismn and to assist 
Jews and Israelis in thelr daily 
struggle with ignorance and pre- 
judice.

PRETORIA. — South African forces 
have killed 26 black nationalist 
guerrillas in northern South-West 
Africa along the ‘border with An- 
gola, and seized large quantities of 
weapons, military authorities sald 
here re. yee 

y Brigadier W.J. Matthews, 
direuee of operations, told reporters 
at @ news conference that “terrorist 
activity” hes dropped off in the 
area following the military opera- 
tions July 1-14. 

The rillas were members of 
the South-West Africa People's Or- 
ganization (Swapo) which seeks an 
end to white rule in South-West 
Africa, or Namibia. They operate 
from bases in southern Angola. 

‘Matthews said the seized weapous 
included American, Ena and 
Soviet-made rifles and grenades of 
various origin. 

‘His announcement followed char- 
ges of Zambia's President Kenneth 
Kaunda that South Africa launched 
Δ ground and air attack on a west- 
ern Zambian town last Sundsy, 
killing 22 people. 

‘Kaunds denounced South Africa 
for its “inhuman and savage at- 
tacks against innocent people” and 
said Zambia planned to call an ur- 
gent session of the UN Security 
Council to hear its complaints. 

The President did not specify 


either the precise target or the , 


nationality of the dead. But sources 
close to Swapo said the attack was 
aimed at a Swapo guerrilla camp 
near Zambia's border with South. 
West Africa and Angola. 

The sources said most of those 
Killed were Swapo guerrillas and 
added that 15 guerrillas had been 
taken back to Namibia as prisoners, 
but at lease two of the casualties 
were Zambian soldiers. 


In Johannesburg, meanwhile, auth-— 


orities ordered tough new security 
measures, 2nd put police units on 
standby alert Friday, to avert possi- 
ble trouble in the black township of 
Soweto, torn by riots last month 
Whites have been Darred from en- 
tering the township, located 12 km.

MADRID. — The government of 
Premier Adolfo Suarez Gonzalez 
sald yesterday “it will hold general 
elections before next June 30, and 
will ask Hing Juan Carles te de- 
clare an amnesty for political pri- 
soners.

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WE HAVE LIVED one of the 
strangest years In the history of 
Zionism. For over half a century its 
dominant theme was introspective, 
visionary, analytical. Zionism had 
been obsessed with ideas. It could 
hardly bear to live a single day 
without attempting some meticulous 
definition of itself. It was always 
looking away from the present: to 
the past in search of origins, to the 
future in search of destination. 

| Then came the years of tragedy 
and triumph. First -- the sudden 
need to come to terms with the agony 
of disaster. Many things in Jewish 
history are too terrible to be 
believed; but nothing in Jewish 
history is too terrible to have 
happened. ’ 

Then with Israel's birth came 8 
spectacular enlargement in the field 
of action. All of a sudden our hands 
were full of work. The very air 
vibrated with the tumult of creation. 
Zionism would henceforth be. vin- 
dicated not in polemics and 
criticism. but in the busy spectacie 
of daily achievement, Zionism lost its 
reflective demeanour. It had more 
urgent things to do than to argue 
about itself. “You wish to know who 
and what we ἀγα. it seemed to say 
— "do not ask us what we think, look 
at what we do.” ἃ 


IN TERMS OF practical achieve- 
ment, the grave predicament of 
Israe! today is in its dialogue within 
the Jewish world. Let us be very 
frank about this. 

Israel is engaged anew in the 
defence of its centrality, its primacy, 
its validity, as the major theme of 
Jewish history. These claims can 
only be vindicated if Israeli society 
fulfils certain conditions in its im- 
pact on the Jewish world. Israel 
must be magnetic, convincing, and 
resonant. If it were to lose 
magnetism, resonance, or convic- 
tion it would compromise its Jewish 
nature and write for Zionism an 
epitaph of frustration. Similarly, the 
Diaspora Jewish influence on Israel 
must be central and massive. It can- 
not be subsidiary or marginal. 

Is there no loss whatever of 

magnetism, conviction, or 
resonance? Is all well with the 
Jewish condition? Is the Jewish in- 
fluence on Israel not in danger of 
becoming subsidiary and marginal? 
I do not know whether to envy or to 
pity those who give a complacent 
answer. 
. One of our difficulties Is that 
Zionism promised very much.

What did Zionism not promise! It 
promised to give a reply to anti- 
Semitism.

Diaspora Jewry’s 
thunderous silence 


Israel’s peril today lies in its demographie drought — and the response of 
Diaspora Jewry is a thunderous silence. Never has Zionism faced a sharper 
challenge to the authenticity of its own rhetoric. Below are excerpts from the 
speech delivered last week by ABBA EBAN at the Jewish Agency Assembly 


in Jerusalem. 


the world. It even promised, in the 
mouth of some of its leaders, to 
make a communication of freedom. 
light, and justice to all mankind. 

We have not frustrated all these 
ambitious hopes. We have restored 
our nation’s identity. We ‘have 
created new resources of pride. We 
have set up a sanctuary within which 
our particular Jewish ethos can 
come to expression. We have 
rescued Jewish history from provin- 
cialfam and caused it to Jow again 
into the main stream of human 
culture, 

We have given Jews a renewed 
sense of their collective creativity. 
We have transformed and fertilized 
. We have made our 
own communication to the world 
about democracy, social originality, 
intellectual dynamism. Above all 
else, we have fulfilled our himan 
vocation: the redemption of hun- 
dreds of thousands of our kinsmen 
from a destiny of disaster, humilia- 
tion, sterility, and death. 


THIS 15 A great and noble adven- 
ture. For that very reason we can af- 
ford a critical look at some marks of 

Is Israel central in Jewish life? We 
can only be as central as-Diaspora 
Jews decide we should be. One thing 
is certain. Hither Israel is the centre 
— or Jewish life has no centrality at 
all. I do not believe in the theories of 
Babylon or Pumbedita. It is only asa 
people in its land, in its tongue, on its 
soil — that the Jewish people can 
hear what it has to hear, say what it 
has to say, do what it has to do. Only 
here can the Jew face mankind in his 
own authentic image, and not as a 
Marginal note in the story of other 
societies. 

Are we the cultural centre of 
World Jewry? We are not. Not yet at 
any rate. Our cultural expression 
has not achieved the kind of power 
that would enable it to dominate the 
thought and emotion of Jews across 
the world. 

There is also the problem of com- 
munication. The Jewish legacy in 
every age is predominantly a 
literary heritage. Until the Hebrew 
language movement secures greater 


victories, we lack the tranamisston 
belt for the communication of our 
values. 

At the same time, most of the large 
extant Jewish communities have 
achieved an intellectual power, 2 
wealth of acientific and 
technological skills in management, 
production, and social creativity 
which were inconceivable in the 
days when the Zionist classics were 
formulated. There is nothing that 
Herzl, Pinsker, or Hess could have 
known about a phenomenon like 
American Jewry. 

Our problem now is how to 
transmit to Israel a reasonable 
proportion of the intellectual power 
available in the Diaspora. In the 
Zionist texts it was the other way 
aroind. There should now be less 
condescension and more equality in 
our attitude, each to the other. 
Diaspora Jews should acknowledge 
that Israeli Jews exceed them in in- 
ner harmony and in the totality of 
our involvement in the Jewish faith. 
Israelis should acknowledge that 
Diaspora Jews have a greater con- 
centration of material, scientific, 
and intellectual resources than those 
that we have yet managed to assem- 
"ble here. Our dialogue needs a com- 
mon humility.

our social imperfection. Israel has 
its defects — and we have no lack of 
friendly advisers to point out exactly 
what they are. But they are-not rele- 
vant in this context. Most of these 
weaknesses exist because Jews do 
not immigrate to 1586}.
